Dr. Cates was called to attend him in 
behalf of the company, and ordered 
quinine. He testified in his deposition 
yesterday that he ordered six grains to 
be given every two hours, He insisted 
that’ this dose was to be given him 
only during waking hours. thus making 
the total dose somewhat less. 

After this heaving dosing for about 


two days, P’easant woke up one morn- 
ing complaining of his sight. He said 
he couldn't see well. 


Albert C. Borden, a motorman. who 
was sick in the next bed, testified that 
Pleasant told him his sight was gone, 
and Borden made a test by waving his 
hands before the man's eyes. Pleasant 
could see nothing. | 
When Dr. Cates made his next call 
he saw Pleasant sitting up in bed, he 
said, with wild, staring eyes, the pupils 
being much dilated. 
Dr. Cates immediately called In an 
eye apecialist, who said that the quinine 
was affecting his eyes. 

Dr, Cates then discontinued the heavy 


} doses for a time, but the man's physi- 


eal condition grew steadily w . Be- 
nig convinced that the man was going 
to. die, Dr, Cates had to make a dra- 
matic decision between the possibility 
of death and the possibility of blind- 
ness, He decided to continue the 
quinine, although In a somewhat modi- 
fled form. He saved the man's life. 
but Pleasant became blind, and is now 
in a hospital in San Francisco.

Loe Angeles Men to Utilice 
Sunset's Product, 


This Fuel Made from Gav 
Plants’ Waste. 


and| Prospects in New Mezico. 


Prospective Output. 

Los’ Angeles men are figuring upon 
establishing a plant at Sunset, Kern 
county, for the manufacture of coke 
fromthe heavy petroleum of that field. 
If suceceresfully accomplished it will 
mean another use for this product, 
whieh has hitherto been employed a!- 
most solely for road work. 

That an excellent coke can be made 
from California oll is well known and 
it is good for any purpose that coal 
coke is used for. The cost has, how- 
ever, been practically prohibitive hith- 
erto. If the backers of the Sunset 
plant can manage the work at a com- 
mercial figure it will mean much for 
California’s industries. 

There has actually been produced in 
this city by a newly-invented process 
@ wery fine grade of commercial coke, 
known as carbonite and almost a pure 
carbon, from the refuse of the gas- 
making plants, which has been wasted 
before. ork on these lines has been 
carried by the People’s Gas and 
Coke Company. Oil coke made in this 
way was tested in a local foundry and 
meited a charge of pig iron for cast- 
ing in nine minutes against thirteen 
to foufteen for the best Connelsvill« 
coal coke, the superior solidity of the 
fuel holding the stock open without he- 
crushed and permitting the blast 
to pass through more freely, [n mak- 
ing this-coke the lampblack and tar 
residuum were used. 

A smaiier quantity of this coke has 
aleo been found to do the work of 
coal coke. The same charge was used 
in the experiment and when ali the 
metal had been drawn off there was 
etili a quantity of incandescent coke 
left. Untike coal, coke, which when 
once afire is useless until quenched, 
is fovnd to be fuel as long 
as enough is left to be handied. it 
can be.used for smelters, foundries. 
biacksmithing, domestica purposes and 
in general: for any purpose for which 
anthracite coal, gas or charcoal can 
be employed. It is good for making 
carbons and electrodes. 

As thip coke can be made from a 
by-product that now goes to waste in 
all gas plants, it will be extremely 
cheap. Ip is figured that the cost of 
producing the gas and coke can be 
brought to a point where the distil- 
lates taken out beforehand wil] pay 
for the first cost. 

Details of the Sunset enterprise are 
not yet out. If it is carried through 
it may bo very far-reaching in its ef- 


fects.

Some most interesting experiments 

have been made recently in Ceylon, 

the object of which was to ascertain 

whether a certain species of jungle 


of the ancestors of modern chickens. 

There is no doubt whatever of the 
fact that all the chickens in the world 
are descended from Asiatic jungle 
fowl. But of such fowl there are four 
distinct species, and the great Dar- 
win long ago came to the conclusion 
that of these only one (the Gallus 
bankiva, found ali the way from West- 
ern india to Burma) represented the 
veritable ancestral stock. This be- 
lief has been generally indorsed by 
naturalists; but its correctness is 
thrown into some doubt by the ex- 
periments In Ceylon. 

It was thought that t would be 
thrown on the question trying to 
cross the Ceylon jungle fowl with the 
domestic chicken. Natives of the island 
declared that the two did occasionally 
interbreed; but their statements on the 
subject could hardly be accepted as 
proof. Accordingly, the Ceylon Poul- 
try Club having taken the matter up, 
several members volunteered to make 
practical trials, and runs of special 
pattern were constructed for the pur- 
pose, suitable for wild birds. 

Eggs of the jungle fowl were ob- 
tained, and efforts were made to hatch 
them in incubators and otherwise, the 
idea being that the birds, if they first 
faw the tight in captivity, would be 
comparatively tame and easily dealt 
with. This experiment failed, the 
hatch being Invariably spoiled by 

nt or another. So, as the next 
best thing, the wild birds were bought 
from natives who caught them, and ef- 
forts were made¢ to mate them with 
domestic poultry. As a result, it was 
found that the jungle hens would have 
nothing to do with the domestic roost- 
er, being exceedingly afraid of him: 
but matings between domestic hens 
and the jungle cock were accomplishe:. 

The only really successful results, 
however, Were accomplished on the 
estate of Clement Johnson, at Hunas- 
geria, where a large run was pbullt, 
veth shade and cover, through 
which a Nttle stream flowed. It was 
cov with wire net. Here thirty 
hybrid chicks were produced from the 
mating of one domestic hen and a 
jungle cock. Describing them when a 
few weeks old, Johnson wrote: “They 
are very small, remarkably active, 
and like pure jungle chicks in appear- 
ance. At two weeks they were out 
of control, flying anywhere. All of 
them’ perch in a tree twelve feet from 
the ground, their mother watching 
them disconsolately from below. They 
seatter at an in all directions 
like a flash. With care one can ap- 
proach them like ordinary chickens; 
but make a quick movement, and they 
are off to cover, The jolliest little chaps 
you ever saw!” 

Every one of the cross-bred chicks 
took after the jungle parent almost 
exclusively in habits. The puliets were 
like their father, and so likewise were- 
the little cocks. But, whereas the pul- 
lets had the voice of the wild jungle 
hen, the cry of the cocks was some- 
thing between the cry of the wild birds 
and the raucous crow of the+barnyard 
species. It was a@ very strange utter- 
ance. All of the hybrids were some- 
what bigger, however, than the full- 
bred jungle fowl. 

To tesf|the fertility of the cross- 
bred birds, the young cocks were 
mated with domestic hens, and in 
every case the eggs lait by the latter 
were fertiie, producing strong, health 
chicks—chicks, that to say, tha 
were one-fourth jungle fow! and three- 
fourths domestic. By other matings

The results obtained have persuaded 
some naturalists, at all events, that 
the little jungle fowl of Ceylon—a bird 
remarkably like the barnyard chicken 
in’ appearance, but with an orange- 
colored center tn its comb, and a most 
Bingular voice, 
cried “ Joyce!""—deserves to 
}Share with the Gallus bankiva 
honor of being acknowledged as an an- 
céstor of our domestic chickens.

BELLS OF ST. NICHOLAS. 


Chimes of Characteristic Old Church 
Have Had a Checkered 
History. 

The historic bells of St. Michael's 
Church, Charleston, 8. C., have awak- 
ened the people of that city since 1764, 
writes Win,’ FE. Curtis. They are sacred 
belle: they have an interesting history; 
they have’ Been the object of a great 
deal of attention. At the evacuation 
of Charleston during the Revolution 
they wee taken down and carried 
away by the British. The next year 
wir. Guy Carleton ordered their {m- 
mediate réstoration. The chimes, how. 
ever, had been offered for sale in 
Engiand and were purchased by a 
former merchant of this city named 
Ryhiner, as “a commercial adven- 
ture.” and shipped home. Upon their 
landing the overjoyed citizens hurried 
them into the steéple. In 1838 
two of them were sent to England to 
be recast. “In 1862 they were sent to 
Cotumbia for fear of capture by the 
Yankees. When that city was burned

The rules provide when the chimes 
shall be rung; at midnight of Decem- 
ber 31, on the death of the President 
of the United States, or the Gevernor 
vf South Carolina, or the senior bish- 
op of the Episcopal Church, or the 
bishop of this. diocese, or the rector 
or minister of any Protestant church 
in the city. They are also to be rung 
on Christmas, Easter, Thanksgiving 
flay, and the 22d of February, the 4th 
of July, the 28th of June, and on Sun- 
days, And one colored man, the late 
Washington McLean Gadsden, rang 
them for sixty-one years until he was 
retired from office in October, 1898, 
on a pension.
